However, the rules changed and in order to qualify for a 
FEMA grant, there have to been three catastrophic events within ten years. The church 
and the abutters submitted figures for damages that occurred within the last ten years. 
The only figure that was allowed was $3,000 which was the amount the church spent to 
have the septic tank pumped. The grant was not approved. The Church of Acworth is 
open to any suggestions from residents for financing this project. The Church has spent 
in excess of $6,000 for all the engineering and state fees and various expenses in order to 
be in compliance for the project. In order to continue, the church needs additional 
funds. There was some discussion on various ways this could be accomplished. 


Gretchen Abendschein brought up the idea of bonding Class 5 and Class 6 roads and 
said the Selectman wanted to get feedback from townspeople. There was much 
discussion with both positive and negative feedback.

As a 
result of the audit, several recommendations were made to improve record keeping and 
facilitate tracking of town finances. The completed MS-60 was submitted to the Acworth 
Town Select board and the NH DRA. The completed MS-60 can be reviewed at the 
Acworth Town Offices.

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2013 Tax Collector’s Report 


The Board of Selectmen issued warrants for the collection of 2013 property taxes in the 
amount of $2,141,682.00. On 12/31/2012 the Town received $1,926,823.00 in payments 
for 2013 property taxes, which means 90% of taxes has been collected. This is 1% less 
than 2010 and 2011. 


In addition I received warrants for 2013 Yield Taxes in the amount of 
$18,689.62 and 2013 Gravel Taxes for $15.80. On 012/31/2013 the combined 
outstanding balance for these taxes was $1,964.96. 


On October 28, 2013, 8 Liens were outstanding for the levy of 2010 affecting 7 
taxpayers. Three properties were tax deeded to the Town: map 201-6, map 206-1, and 
map 201-8. The Town issued me Tax Deed waivers for the remaining 4 Liens for the 
2010 Levy. Of these 2 taxpayers have been made weekly/monthly payments and 
unfortunately only one is in compliance with the payment plan. The combined lien 
balances for these two taxpayers are as of 12/31/2013: 2008 Tax Liens $2,793.14 and 
2009 $6,935.57and 2010 $13,572.42. These liens have an interest rate of 18% a year. 


I have mailed the delinquency notice for the 2013 Levy on January 24, 2014 to 
delinquent taxpayers alerting them to the 2013 Levy Lien date of August 4, 2014. 

All properties with uncollected 2013 taxes on August 4, 2014 will receive a Lien 
regardless of the amount of taxes. Liens are an expensive proposition — 18% interest plus 
various fees. Please pay. 


The unpaid Tax levy of 2011 is scheduled for tax deeding on October 27, 2014. As of 
12/31/2013, 11 Tax payers are scheduled for Tax Deeding and subsequent eviction. 
Please contact me immediately to set up regular payments, otherwise I will be forced to 
recommend the execution of a Tax Deed to the Board of Selectmen. You can make an 
appointment with me any time that is convenient for you. 


In 2013, 34 taxpayers received real estate liens for the levy of 2012, 24 of these liens 
remain unpaid in the amount of $48,983.59. 


On December 31, 2013, the Levy of 2011 had 13 liens outstanding in the amount of 
$24,563.05.

I want to take this opportunity to list some of the services available at this office for 
those of you that may be new in town. I am responsible for registering and titling 
vehicles. I complete marriage license applications, process birth, marriage and death 
certificates, file wetland permit applications, pole licenses and dog licenses. I accept 
voter registration forms, mail absentee ballots, prepare the town ballot and administer 
the oath of office to any newly elected or appointed Town Official. Notary Public 
services are also available. There is more detailed information on the town website at 
www.acworth.cc. Click on the link that says Office Hours and then click on the link 
under Town Clerk hours. If there are any broken links, please let me know. 


My office hours are Tuesday evening from 5:30 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. and Saturday 
morning from 8:00 to noon unless posted otherwise. If I close the office during these 
hours, I will post this information ahead of time either in the Acworth Community 
Newsletter or at the Acworth post office, the village store and town hall office. I will 
always be closed on a Tuesday evening of an election. 


It will soon be time to renew your dog licenses for 2014. The 2013 license will expire 
on April 30th. Beginning June 1° a $1.00 per month late fee is assessed. 


As a reminder, there is the option of renewing your registration and/or dog license on 
the Internet. To do this, go to the town website www.acworth.cc, scroll down and 
select the appropriate icon and follow the step-by-step instructions. 


Please be sure to make out two checks for vehicle registration and print out the 
confirmation. Make out one check to The Town of Acworth and the other to The State 
of NH DMV. Mail the confirmation in with your checks and keep a copy for yourself 
until you receive your registration in the mail. You are able to renew your registrations 
up to four months in advance. 


If you don’t have a computer and would like to access the Internet for these services, 
you could go to the village store or library.

2013 Selectmen’s Report 


The Board’s primary concerns in 2013 were changes in the Town’s overall value, 
meeting the cost of maintaining our roads and bridges and drafting regulations to protect 
our Class VI roads. 


We have written extensively about Fairpoint’s court action against towns across the state 
objecting to taxation of poles and conduits as permitted by the State legislature in 2011. 
In 2013 we were advised by counsel to lower our Fairpoint assessment and prepare to 
refund taxes paid since the 2011 ruling. At the same time the State Current Use Board 
lowered the value of some categories of Current Use forest land. Together these resulted 
in a loss of over one million dollars in overall Town value. In October the Board met with 
members of the Budget Committee to describe the situation and the upward pressure this 
would apply to the 2013 tax rate. The value change resulted in an increase of about 30 
cents in our Town tax rate which was the basis of the fall tax bill. 


Meeting the cost of maintaining our roads and bridges is not a new concern. In 2013 the 
Board engaged Eckman Engineers to evaluate the Forest and Allen Road bridges. The 
State has warned of deteriorating conditions on both for a number of years. Replacement 
estimates came in at $200,000 for Forest and $440,000 for Allen Road which the Board 
included into projections in the 2014 Capital Improvement Plan. In October a paving 
company representative provided an estimate for paving Crane Brook and Derry Hill 
Roads for the Board and Budget Committee. The total was just over one million dollars 
for repaving only what is there with no culvert work. 


Those two issues, decreasing value and rising costs, figured heavily into the Board’s 
budget for 2014. Most accounts were kept as close to level as possible and replacement of 
the International truck was postponed another year. The Board’s recommendation for 
road projects was reduced from previous years to provide time for tax payers to adjust to 
the effect of an increase in the tax rate. Most importantly the Board wants to» 
communicate the need for Townspeople to consider that in the future we may not be able 
to repave all of our roads, that the gravel roads of today do not have the problems of the 
dirt roads of the past and that maintenance of our existing roads is critical in avoiding 
expensive repairs. 


Part of maintaining our existing roads is protecting them from damage. While there is 
protection built into State law, implementing it can involve costly court proceedings. The 
enactment of road regulations provides the Town with tools to protect roads before 
damage occurs. In January the Board began reviewing past attempts to enact regulations; 
the files go back to 1993. In March the subject was discussed at Town Meeting with both 
support and concern. Public hearings were held in May and September with consensus to 
adopt regulations in 2014 when funding for appropriate signage could be available. 


Over the year the Board also met with DOT regarding plans to replace the Bowers Brook 
Bridge. The project was moved forward from 2020 to 2017 on the State’s Ten Year Plan. 
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Code compliance continues to be a Board topic and represents one of the few budget 
increases recommended. A compliance line was added under the Legal account to 
provide for court filing in matters where no amount of negotiation has remedied a 
situation. 


Use and enjoyment of our Town Hall has continued. In 2013 we saw presentations about 
bears and cellar holes there. The Crescent Lake Association held their annual meeting, 
the Acworth Community Charitable Trust held an art exhibit and watercolor workshop, 
the Library held its book fair, two theater groups staged productions, several private 
parties were held and last but not least, Acworth Primary School held gym class and 
performances there. We are so fortunate to have this space. 


The Board looks forward to the opportunities and challenges of a new year and welcomes 
your participation. Board meetings are the second and fourth Mondays each month.

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2013 Highway Department Report 
During 2013 our Department completed preparation of the Charlestown Road for paving, 
upgraded culverts and surface material on Black North and Grout Hill Roads, opened 
ditches and graded gravel roads, installed the new compactor at the Transfer Station and 
worked on safety issues in the Garage. 


Charlestown Road required shoulder work and road bed material to be ready for paving. 
Gravel was trucked from the Town gravel pit and the surface leveled by our contract 
grader. The actual paving was completed in one day during the fall. Having our 
equipment there allowed us to incorporate work on Black North Road where we 
completed the ditching and culvert installation started in 2012. Gravel was brought in and 
the surface graded. We moved our equipment onto Grout Hill Road late in the season. We 
replaced undersized culverts and brought in gravel. There is more to be done there in 
2014. 


This was our first year working with a contract grader and we found it successful 
although we saw the need to modify the schedule to keep up with day to day. 
maintenance. Our crew provided support trucking gravel during grading. We priced roller 
rentals and found we could lease and have a machine year round for the cost of a two 
month rental. The benefit of using a roller on professionally graded roads was evident 
during the July rainstorm. Our roads held while a number of neighboring towns 
experienced severe washouts. 


The other part of maintaining gravel roads is keeping the ditches open. This can be 
disruptive for property owners where the ditches have not been maintained in recent 
years but good drainage has proven to protect our roads. 


Following the Town Meeting vote approving purchase of a compactor we researched 
models and prepared for installation at the Transfer Station. The install was coordinated 
with expiration of our contract with Gobin/Casella for waste disposal. The 2014 Transfer 
Station budget shows a reduction in the equipment rental line and under disposal as we 
were able to solicit bids that did not reply on compactor rental. During the year our 
facility permit was renewed and the Regional Planning Commission organized a tour of 
the Transfer Station for area towns. 


Between storms last winter we worked with our insurance carrier to identify safety issues 
in the Garage. This was a proactive step toward being prepared to meet any regulatory 
requirements that could be applied to us. We have continued to work on lighting and 
welding protection, safe material and tool storage and protective personnel gear as our 
schedule and budget have allowed. 


Jeremy Rowe, Keith Short and Bob Stocker have been our core highway crew members 
and Frank Emig has seen us through a number of transitions at the Transfer Station. We 
have also been fortunate to have good part-time help when we needed it. All of us 
appreciate your support.

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2013 Trustees of Trust Funds Report 


In 2013 the Trustees met at the Town Hall four times in public session to 
transact all appropriate business coming before the board. As per our mandate; trustees 
shall meet often enough to carry out their legal responsibilities in a timely fashion. 


Of great importance to the legal functioning and credibility of any board that 
holds money in trust is the office of Town Auditor. During the past two years, following 
a decade of very cursory audits, the board now feels that the town is being well served by 
greatly improved oversight. About twelve years ago a full board of Trustees was 
appointed to fill long vacant positions. Since that time we have initiated, developed, and 
improved accounting practices. The trustees are very pleased to recognize two recent 
annual audits that reflect well on our efforts. The auditor’s comments: “no discrepancies 
in the records. All records are filed and very well documented.” “The Trustees keep very 
concise and complete records. No recommended changes at this time.” The quotes are 
from the MS-60 file. 


Although the Trustees work closely as a board, a large amount of credit for the 
current positive audit report is due to the efforts of our elected bookkeeper Tim Perry. 


The trustees are still frustrated by the lack of favorable interest rates and safe 
investment possibilities to generate higher interest income and/or capital gains. This 
situation is compounded by a relatively modest total value of the trusts and variable 
amounts of capital reserve funds. More than a decade ago interest rates were high enough 
to provide significant amounts of expendable income in contrast to current conditions 
under which such income barely exists. We also note that past capital gains were 
achieved by means that may not have been legal at the time and are not permissible 
today. 


We are guided in these matters by our investment policy: 
Safety - preserving the value of the principle; Liquidity — the ability to turn an investment 
into cash without significant loss of principle; and Yield - the return expected for a 
particular investment.

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2013 Library Trustees Report 


The improvements to our Library continue to amaze patrons and visitors alike. We had 
several visitors over the past year stop by just to see the building and the upgrades. Once 
again, the Trustees extend our gratitude to all who made this renovation project come to 
fruition. 


In April of 2013, the Library hosted Ben Kilham, New Hampshire’s only bear 
rehabilitator. The event was attended by well over 100 people and many have asked 
that he return to Acworth again in the future. In May, we hosted the author Anne Easter 
Smith. Smith’s writing focuses on the historical events in England during the 15" 
century. Her latest publication Royal Mistress was discussed and well- received by the 
audience. Light refreshments were served and attendees were given the chance to speak 
with the author directly. Our annual Book Sale was held in July and coordinated well 
with the Acworth Charitable Trust’s Annual Garden Tour and Art Exhibit. 


The Summer Reading Program for children returned this year with the theme “Dig Into 
Reading.” The event culminated with a gathering on the Library lawn in August. All 
reading enthusiasts were given the gift of a book to thank them for their participation and 
for their love of reading. We hope to increase the number of participants in the Summer 
of 2014 and offer guest presenters for our young readers to coordinate with the summer 
reading program. 


Technologically speaking, we upgraded the patron computer with an Apple iMac. 
Additionally, the Library received a grant from the Acworth Community Charitable Trust 
for the acquisition of a computer, scanner, and related equipment for use in conjunction 
with our Historical Collection. Guy Russell has been working with Kathi Bradt of the 
Historical Society to archive and scan many of the photographs and documents from the 
Library's collection. We encourage anyone with historical photos of Acworth to bring 
them in to the Library to be scanned. Please visit the lower level of the Library to see 
stunning, framed photos as a result of their collaboration. 


Your Board of Trustees will continue to host events that we feel are interesting and 
informative to our patrons. Your ideas are always welcome. We look forward to another 
successful year in 2014. 


Income for 2013 totaled $45,264. Income came from the following sources: Town 
appropriation $37,960; donations $3,390; grants $2,500; book sales & other $1,389; 
interest on savings, CD & trust funds $24. Operating expenses for 2013 totaled $49,209. 
Expended as follows: Payroll & taxes $23,710; books/periodicals/video $6,459;

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2013 Librarians’ Report 


Acworth Silsby Library had 3,837 visits from patrons and visitors in 2013. We welcomed 
60 new patrons. We circulated 4,126 books during the year and continue to add fiction, 
non-fiction, children’s books and movies on DVD to our collection monthly. 


We had 494 patron visits for computer use in 2013. We have a high speed DSL internet 
connection and computers for public use as well as a wireless connection. We provide 
access to Ancestry.com via the State Library. Patrons use our computers for a variety of 
activities such as checking e-mail, looking for jobs, preparing school work, researching 
hobbies and interests. 


We are delighted to have the Acworth School students and teachers visit the library on a 
regular basis. We also hosted a summer reading program “Dig Into Reading”. Fourteen 
young readers participated in this program and each received a new book at its 
completion. We hope to attract more readers this coming summer. 


We have three Reading Groups meeting monthly, one is reading classics, the second is 
reading general fiction and our newest group is reading poetry. New members are always 


welcome. 


Our annual Book Sale was held in early August, raising additional funds for the Library. 
We thank all who participated either by donating or purchasing books. We will be 
accepting donations of books in the month of July 2014 as we prepare for our next sale. 


We are an active member of the Nubanusit cooperative, which provides a collection of 
movies that rotate bi-monthly among 22 local libraries. Patrons borrowed 173 Nubanusit 


items during 2013. 


nter-library loans (ILL) continue to be a popular way for patrons to read books not 
ywned by our library. We have access to books at all NH libraries and many of the NH 
>ollege libraries. A total of 631 books circulated via the ILL system.

2013 Acworth Cemeteries Report 


In 2013 the Acworth cemeteries were spared severe windstorms and other damage. We 
removed two huge dead sugar maples endangering the Batchelder Nye cemetery, and 
proceeded with repairs of 61 headstones there and an additional 32 monuments in the Hill 
Road cemetery. We were able to keep our mowing and regular maintenance costs within 
budget. The price of cemetery lots has increased by fifty dollars to cover the increase in 
the cost of corner markers, which must be installed as soon as a lot is purchased. 


Holders of cemetery plots are reminded that new plantings of shrubs and perennials are 
not allowed, as they interfere with mowing and may impinge on neighboring lots. We 
also remind people that markers bearing the name and dates of the deceased must be in 
place within six months of burial. We have identified a half dozen graves without a 
marker and are pursuing the lot holders to furnish the required headstones. While our 
funds do not cover cleaning headstones, we can recommend cleaning procedures to 
anyone who is interested. 


This year a local funeral home contacted us about arranging a home burial in Acworth. 
New Hampshire does permit full-body or cremation remains burial on a landowner’s 
property. The state requires that the location of the burial be recorded with the cemetery 
trustees and on the property deed when the land changes ownership. Furthermore, 
descendants of the deceased retain a right to visit the grave. Setbacks limiting excavation 
or building near the burial site also apply; thus a home burial permanently alters the 
conditions of property ownership. 


Visitors to Acworth’s annual cemetery walk in mid-September enjoyed hearing Maria 
Luther-Houghton portray Emily Zoe Boynton, and Debby Hinman as Hannah Allen 
Grout. Denise Picard Lindgren played Harriette Louise Gilmore Neal, Sandra Binion was 
Cara Moody Johnson, and Kenneth Grant impersonated Arthur Murray Dallin. 


Visitors also admired the town hearse, purchased by the town in 1879 for $275. We 
believe that the antique hearse needs safe, permanent storage. We are requesting funds in 
the capital improvement plan to build a hearse house, similar to the building that stood at 
the rear of the Hill Road cemetery until the mid 1950s. The Ballas’ sawmill has 
generously offered to contribute building materials, if the town is willing to fund this 
project.

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2013 Planning Board Report 


The Planning Board installed three new members in 2013. Cheryl Sanctuary and Jim 
Niedert were elected and Henry Sipple, who volunteered to serve as alternate, was 
appointed to a voting member opening. As a result there were numerous discussions over 
the year concerning procedure and regulations as the new members became familiar with 
board practices. Openings for alternates remain and provide an opportunity to learn about 
the Town’s ordinances; let us know if you are interested. 


Some of the year’s discussion revealed discrepancies between the language contained in 
the Town’s Zoning Ordinance and its Subdivision Regulations. The Board took that 
opportunity and worked with our Regional Planning Commission to develop an 
amendment to the Zoning Ordinance which would solve the discrepancy (See Warrant 
Article 2). 


The spring Joint Board meeting which is hosted by the Planning Board reviewed some 
familiar issues including aquifer and groundwater protection, regulation of storage 
containers and providing for accessory dwellings on a lot. Code enforcement was also 
discussed with the suggestion that language describing the consequences of 
noncompliance be added to the Zoning Ordinance and that the potential court fine of 
$275 per day of noncompliance be added to the Town’s fee schedule. 


Two lot changes took place: a lot line adjustment at Crescent Lake and a minor 
subdivision on Cold Pond Road and two applicants met with the Board for preliminary 
discussion of minor subdivisions. Member representatives attended the annual tour of the 
Allstone Quarry and reviewed tree work proposed by Liberty Utilities on several of the 
Town’s scenic roads. 


The Board met with Selectmen and Dave Lacasse to update the Capital Improvement 
Plan which is a tool used in developing the Town budget. A reduction in the road projects 
total and postponement of a truck purchase were discussed and noted in the update. 
Those cost saving measures were related to last year’s decrease in overall Town value 
resulting from changes in Fairpoint’s assessment and some Current Use assessments. The 
value decrease caused an increase in the 2013 tax rate and the decreases in capital 
spending were intended to offset the rate increase. 


The Planning Board meets once a month on the last Wednesday. Townspeople interested 
in alternate positions are welcome to attend a meeting for more information.

Gove Town Forest 

Early in 2013 ash trees were cut in the town forest, due to the approaching threat from the 
emerald ash borer. The ash timber sale generated over $19,000 in income. We also 
worked with the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests to resolve a 
boundary line with an abutter of the forest. Forest Society steward Paul Gagnon noted 
someone cutting firewood from the town forest. Written permission of the Conservation 
Commission must be received before any such cutting can take place. 


Conservation Easement Monitoring 
We continue to monitor the East Acworth gravel pit where litter from target practice 


violates the terms of the conservation easement held by the Forest Society. On the advice 
of SPNHF’s stewardship monitor, trees were felled here to improve wildlife habitat. 


Other Forest Society easements, Pierce Brook and the Gove Town Forest, have been 
monitored with the assistance of Acworth residents. We appreciate their help. 


Annual Green-Up Day 


On April 27th Conservation Commission members, the 4-H Hill Climbers, the entire 
student body of the Acworth School, and several townspeople worked to clean up 
roadside litter. Thank you to everyone who participated, and to all who regularly help to 
keep our roadsides free of trash. . 


Monthly review 

Each month we review applications submitted to the state Department of Environmental 
Services for Wetland Permits and Shoreland Protection Permits. We also review Intents 
to Cut. Members conducted several site visits to view compliance with regulations 
protecting wetlands or rules governing the use of Class VI roads. 


Water Quality 


We share costs with Unity for monitoring water quality in Crescent Lake. Last summer 
invasive milfoil was detected in a boat preparing to launch, and was removed before the 
boat entered the water. Our members Carole Wallace and Debby Hinman serve on the 
Cold River Local Advisory Council, which monitors river water quality. 


Community Outreach 
This year we donated $500 from our Conservation Fund to the East Alstead Orchard 
School to support Acworth children attending a summer nature camp. 


Acworth’s Conservation Commission meets monthly except during March on the second 
Wednesday of the month, 7 PM at the town hall. Members of the public are cordially 
invited to attend.

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2013 Crescent Lake Association Milfoil Committee Report 


It has been over a decade since the Crescent Lake Association started its milfoil 
prevention program with the help of NH LAKES. To date, we have 

been successful in keeping milfoil and other invasive species from infesting 
our lake. 


This year a new program was started by NH LAKES with a new motto: 
“Clean, Drain and Dry!” This is to inform boaters how to check for 
unwanted aquatic nuisance animals such as zebra mussels and Asian clam. 
Since these are usually spread in their larval form, it is important that boaters 
drain water from anywhere it accumulates in their boats. This adds another 
layer of responsibility to the boat inspections by our Lake Hosts. 


We also installed a container at the boat landing for fishermen to dispose of 
broken or unwanted fishing line. Hopefully, this will help to keep waterfow] 
from becoming entangled in it when line is thrown into the lake or left along 
the shore. 


All this is made possible through the support of the Towns of Acworth and 
Unity, as well as continued generosity of our association members.

To restore your property to pre-merger status you must: 
Make a request to the Board of Selectmen no later than December 31, 2016. 


Once restored: 
Your properties will again become separate lots; however, they must still conform to 
existing land use ordinances.

until December 31, 2016 and be published in the Town’s Annual Report from 2011 
through 2015.
